3  SECTION  1.  SPECIAL  TREATMENT  OF  CANCER  HOSPITALS 

4  UNDER  THE  MEDICARE  PROGRAM.

23  the  teaching  and  clinical  care,  research  and 

24  training  hospital  for  the  Center  described  in

2  and  operational  support  to  such  Center; 

3  "(Rl  as  of  December  31,  2006,  sensed  as 

4  a  core  and  essential  element  in  such  Center 

5  which  conducts  more  than  130  clinical  trial  ac- 

6  tinties,  national  cooperative  group  studies,  in- 

7  vestigator'-initiated  and  peer  re^^ew  studies  and 

8  has  received  as  of  2005  at  least  $93,000,000  in

1 1  onstrate  that  it  has  been  a  unique  and  an  inte- 

12  gi'al  component  of  such  Center  since  such  Cen- 

13  ter's  inception; 

14  "(Al)  as  of  December  31,  2006,  includes 

15  dedicated  patient  care  units  organized  primarily 

16  for  the  treatment  of  and  research  on  cancer 

17  with  approximately  125  beds,  75  percent  of 

1 8  which  are  dedicated  to  cancer  patients,  and  con- 

19  tains  a  racUation  oncology  department  as  well 

20  as  specialized  emergency  ser\ices  for  oncologv^

22  section,  as  inserted  by  subsection  (a) —

24  submit  the  2006  Medicare  2552  cost  report  in- 

25  corporating  a  cancer  hospital  sub-pro\ider  num- 
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1  ber  and  to  apply  the  Medicare  ratio-of-cost-to- 

2  charge  settlement  methodology'  for  onti)atient 

3  cancer  services;  and 

4  (B)  the  hospital's  target  ainonnt  nnder 

5  sul)section  (l))(3)(E)(i)  of  such  section  for  the 

6  first  cost  reporting  pei'iod  beginning  on  or  after 

7  January  1,  2006,  shall  be  the  allowable  oper- 

8  ating  costs  of  inpatient  hospital  semces  (re- 

9  ferred  to  in  subclause  (I)  of  such  subsection) 

10  for  such  first  cost  reporting  period. 

11  (3)  De^\dline  for  payments. — ^Any  payments 

12  owed  to  a  hospital  as  a  result  of  tliis  section  for  pe- 

13  riods  occurring  before  the  date  of  the  enactment  of 

14  this  Act  shall  be  made  expeditiously,  but  in  no  event 

15  later  than  1  year  after  such  date  of  enactment. 
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
